Many, from early pre- 
judice, objeol to /oi-ms of prayer ; and many, on 
the other hand, are incapable of condiiciing 
their family devoliona wilbont a form. 1 
forms of prayer have mnny advantages; but, of 
all forms, the Book of Common Prayer ia 

mparably the best. Eloquence is a gift of 
God which few men possess ; neither is it neu 
sary in divine worship. Aaron was a moat e 
quent man, and had the gift of a fine and ready 
utterance ; yet Moses, who was " sloiv of speech 
and of a slow tongue," was appointed to instruct 
] what 10 say. It is not, therefore, eloquence, 
, faith and repenlauce, with obedience and 
humility, that are necessary in our devotions. 
Our Saviour has commanded every man to le 
s light so shine before men that they may sei 
his good works, and glorify our Father which is 
heaven.* If, therefore, it is our duty to 
walk worthy of our high calling in the sight of 
a generally, how much more ia it incumbent 
us to let the light ol' our good exam]iles be 
II in our families?

againat ihoae who offend any of Chml's little 
ones; that is, who teacli children wrong either 
by precept or example. But, if purenta train 
their children early to assemble round the do- 
mestic altar, there is every pcohubility that, 
with the dirine ble^ing, ihey will follow ifae 
light of their parents' good example, when they 
themselves in their turn become maatera and 
mistresses of families. At all events, parents 
aud masters should do their duty, and thereby 
discharge their own consciences, truBliiig that 
God will, in due time, give their families grace 
to follow their good example. 

A great master in holy living says : — " Let 
the words of our prayers be jieriinent, grave, 
material, not studiously many, but according 
to our need, sufRcient to express our wants, and 
to signify our imporluniLy. God hears us not 
the sooner for our many words, but much the 
sooner for an earnest desire ; to which let apt 
and sufficient words minister, be they few or 
many, according as it happens. A long prayer 
and a short diffBr not in their capncides of 
being accepted ; fur boib of them lake their 
value according to the fervency of spirit and 
the charity of the prayer. That ^wjct NJro.fit.- 
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is short, by reo-soii of an impatient spirit, or 
dulness, or despite of holy things, or iudiffer- 
ency of desires, is very often crimiMal — always 
imperfect ; and that prayer which is bug out of 
ostentation, or superstition, or a trifling spirit, is 
as criuiintd and imperfect as the other, in their 
aereral instances. ... In all forms of prayer, 
mingle petition with thanksgiving, thai yon may 
endear the present prnj-er and the future bless- 
ing, by returning praise and thanks for what 
we have already received. This is St. Paul's 
advice; 'Be careful for nothing; but in every 
thing, by prayer and supplication, with Ikanki- 
giving, let your requests be made known unto 
Gud."* 

Families are miniature churches, portions of 
the holy Catholic Church, and parts of the one 
family in heaven and earth, for which our Lord 
Jesus Christ ivns contented to be betrayed, and 
to suffer death upon the Cross, " Families," 
says Bishop Jolly, " are the little nuraeries for 
the spiritual kingdom of the Church, and the 
lempoiid kingdom of the State, whicli, by iheir 
duties, and in their different capaci- 
and powers, mutuaJly jiromoie the happi-

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IS of eacih other."* Tliey are likewise Hulo 
kingdoms, in wLich ihe falher, or head, is 
prophet, priest, aiid king ; whose duty it i 
exhort, rebuke, pray for and with, and reign 
OTer or govern, his family.

es are the gifts of God, and belong of divine 
riglit to the father of every lauiily. Whoever, 
therefore, neglects or transfers their duties to 
aoolber, betrays bis Irust, neglects his duly 
inu»t give an account of his atewardiihip to 
his Divine Head in heaven. 

f we lift up holy hands with faith in Christ' 
woi'd and promises, nothing dotibiing, he has 
promised to graui onr requests, and to hus 
the petitions of two who shall agree logethcr, 
touching what they shall ask. By the Ibllowing 
selection from the authorized Liturgy, a whole 
family not only agrees together, but, ul (be sa 

i, unites with the Reformed Catliolic Church, 
touching what they shall ask. Although we 
pray ia separate families, yet it is oa niejiibera 
of, and iu union with, ihe Church Catholic; 
and, therefore, ihe Liturgy is in every sense our 

medium. God has commanded us lu ask, 
and He hus promised that it shall be given iiiilo 
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— U> seek, and we shall &iid — to knock, aud 
it shall be opened unlo us.* Three of the 
evangelists have recorded Chiisl'a gracious pro- 
mise, ushered in by bis solemn niid emphatic 
verily, verily, that whalsoever we shall ask the 
Father in his iiniiie, believing, he will give iLf 
Alihungh these ])roiniaes are annexed W 
])tiblic authorized prayers of the Church, yet 
they nve also applicable to the social prayers of 
a family; because Christ promised that 
whatsoever place two or three are gathered t 
geiher in his name, there he will be in the midst 
of them, to bless, consecrule, and accept their 
united prayers.}; By thus oflering daily the 
morning and evening sacrifice of our pr^se and 
thanksgiving, we learn from infancy to live in 
submission and obedience to his holy will and 
oinniandmenU, and to place oiir whole depen- 
dence on him in all the changes and chances of 
ihis mortal life. By confessiug our sinsmo 
iug and evening, our hearts will be softened 
and subdued by a daily sight and sense of 
oiu' manifold trangvessions. And by redeein-

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ing Ibe time because of the evil days, and being 
doilj renewed by God's Holy Sjiirit, our heacla 
will surely there be fixed wliere true joys are 
alone to be found. An apostle has assured us 
that it requires both^aiM and kolitiess to eD- 
able us to see the Lord; and our Saviour as- 
anres us that, if we will enter into life, we must 
Iceep the com in and in en la ; the best training fur 
all which, under the divine blessing, is the con- 
stant devotional feeling produced by the daily 
exercise of family prayers ; whiuh ought always 
to be accompanied with faith, hope, and charity. 
Unless we believe that we shall receive his grace, 
hope for those things which wo are permitted 
to ask, and toee trnick, we only mock God, by 
drawing near with our lips, while our heaits are 
far from him. 

Bishop Taylor recommends us lo reduce our 
prayers into collects and short foniis, to make 
voluntary iuterrnptions and to btigin again, that 
the want of spirit and breath uiay be supplied 
by short stages and periods. For this purpose, 
no forui can he so appropriate as the authoiized 
public prnyers of the Church, which are both 
short and jmwerful, and approach nearest lu the 
sublime simplicity and inspiration oS Sttv{V«ia.

true devotion. Its doctrine is pure and pri- 
mitive, its method is exact and natural, its lan- 
guage significant and perspicuous, most of the 
words and phrases being taken otit of the Holy 
Scri])tUTea, and the reat are ihe expressions of 
the first and purest ages; so that whosoever 
takes exception at these must quarrel with the 
language of the Moly Ghost, and fall out with 
the Church in her greatest innocence." 

Many forms of family prayers have been 
published, but ihey hav« almost all tiie objec- 
tion of being one long continued prayer, which, 
although a form, yet tliey partake decidedly of 
the objections which are justly made to eKiein- 
porary ]irayers, that they are the prayers of the 
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reader, and tioI of the family. Whereas, the 
following selewiou from ilie Liturgy compre- 
hends, along wiih prayer aud tbonksgiring, ilie 
great benefit of a confession of our faith ; while 
the audible union of voices in the confession, 
the audible responses in the versicles and ihe 
short Lilany, keep the attention atvalie ; and 
the repetition of Amen, at ihe end of each col- 
lect, not only has the same effect, bui gives a 
positive assent to the maiter of the prayer. 
The family should repeat the confession und 
versicles with a loud voice, and repeat the 
prayers mentally along with the father. The 
collect for the day is to be changed every Sun- 
day morning, and continae iLe same through- 
out the week ; and is always to be the same aa 
that which is used in the Church, which, while 
it creates a pleasing variety, exhibits to the eye 
of our bith the whole mystery of our redemp- 
tion, presenting 118 wiih prayers suitable to ihc 
incarnation, birih, life, death, resurrection, aud 
ascension, of our Saviour, and of the sending 
down of the Holy Ghost. These eollecls ought, 
therefore, upver lo he omitted on ihe fasts and 
festivals to which Ihey are attached. 

That these prayers may be useful — V.W. '\V 
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may please God to take from all men all ig- 
norance^ hardness of heart, and contempt of his 
word — that he may fetch all home, who have 
en'ed and strayed in these kingdoms^ to his 
flock — and that they may he saved among the 
remnant of the true Israelites, and he made one 
fold, under one Shepherd, Jesus Christ, — is the

THE HOLY COMMUNION. 



HE beat pveparation for ihe holy euclinriat is con- 
uitly to lead a holy and obedient life, walking 
the steps of ihe faith of Abraiiam, and in all 
the commaDdments and ardinanues of the Lord, 
blameless. This holy sacrament is the moat 
solemn fesiivnl of the Cliristian religion ; we 
should therefore equally avoid the extremes of 
making it a god and worshipping the symbols, 
T of degrading it into a mere empty ceremony, 
. dead ordinance, without spiritual renlity. 

From Adam downwards, God has always been 
worshipped by sacii (ice, which was the type.as the 
Lord's Supper is the commemoratioi), of Christ's 
all-atoning sacrifice on the cross. Along witK 
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sacrifice God instituted n priesthood to serve at 
his altar, which in the pHtriurchal chiircb be- 
longed of right CO Icings, heads of tribes, and 
fathers of faiiiilies. But ufierivards, under the 
Mosaic dispensation, God set aside the tribe of 
Levi and the family of Aiiroii for the priesthood, 
whose oflice none else, imder the Jewish dispen- 
sation, could exercise under pain of death. 
Christ took an order of men from among men, 
and ordained them for men's benefit, to serve in 
things pertaining to God, that they may now offer 
to Him both gifts and sacrifices. The Christian 
priesthood represent Christ, and every high 
priest is ordained to offer Ihe gifts of the people, 
and the commemoration of Christ's all-sufficient 
sacrifice to God. The Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper is a memorial or representation of 
Christ's sufferings, and commmiicates their first 
fruits in real and present graces to the soul of 
true believers ; it maintains that spiritual life 
which was received in holy baptism, when we 
]iut on Christ and became new creatures; and it 
is also a pledge of the forgiveness of sins and of 
the purchase of etemal life. Christ is the author 
and giver of the remission of sins, of sancti- 
fi cation and redemption; and in this holy 8a- 
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crameut He preserves and continues these bless- 
ings to the faithful, as really and as truly as they 
receive the outward elements. Without faith we 
can receive no benefit from this holy Sacrament. 
It is not however our faith which makes the out- 
ward elements to be Ctrisi's body and blood, 
b«t the operaiioQ of bis Holy Spirit, in answer 
to the prayer of the priest in the name of the 
Holy Trinity, as He commanded them W be 
consecrated and oflered up. 

In haplisro we are regenerated in Christ's 
birth, we die on his cross, and are buried in his 
grave, we then put on Christ and are formed 
anew in him; and in the Christian sacrifice of 
the Lord's Supper ilie benefit of Christ's most 
true and real presence is communicated to ns 
neither consubstanlially nor 'fansubsiatitially, 
bul tpiritually. "It ia the Spirit that quick- 
eneth, the flesh profiteth nothing : the words that 
I apeak unto you, ihey are spirit, and they are 
life." And so Christ th« head, and each of the 
incorporate members of his mystical body, are 
utmtinually and perfectly joined and knit together 
ia the unity of the Spirit, in the bond of 
and in righteousness of life. The Christian 
ifica shows forth the death of out Loii, 
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only to God ihe Father, aa CliriBt himself con- 
tinually dues in heaven, but before the eyes of 
men on earth, as a comuieinoration or memorial 
of Hia expiatory sacritice on the cross, nhich 
can never be repeated. The Jewish sacrifice 
of a ktiib without blemish at the Passover 
prefigured the grand expiation by the Lamb 
of God on the crosa for (he sins o( all men. 
Their meat and drink offerings of fine flour 
mingled with oil and wine signified the offering 
of iliemselvea, llieir goods, and praises; aa we 
now " offer and present our souls and bodies to 
be a reasonable, holy, nTid lively sacrifice " unto 
God, in the Christian sacrifice, through that 
new and living way which Christ bath consecrated 
for us. St. Paul is so earnest that he beseeches 
U9, by the " mercies of Christ," to offer this 
" reasonable serrice," and to make an oblation 
of ourselves to Him who first offered hb own 
body for us. 

The sacrifice on the cross, which is comme- 
moraied in ihe Lord's Supper, is the ground of 
the real and actual oblalion of oui'selves, our 
souls and bodies, of the free-will offering of our 
goods, and of the peace offering of our praises 
and ihanksgivinga, uf which there must always 
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be an union, and wliirh is an acknowledgment 
of God's sovereignty over oil his creatures, and 
that we owe all thai we possess to his bounty. 
The minister gives thanks to God fur all his be- 
nefits, and the mercies of creation, redemption, 
and sanetification ; and, taking the bi-ead and 
cup into hia hands, he: repeals our Saviour's 
powerliil words of institution. In these signi- 
ficant actions, the devoui comniunicant may dis- 
cern the Lord's body and blood in the repre 
sentaltve symbols, which the priest offers U 
God as the Christian sacrifice. In the bread 
broken, the communicant may see by the eyt 
faith, Christ's blessed body nailed to the cross 
our sins ; and when the priest takes the cup he 
may see hia sacred side pierced, and the blood 
of our redemption with the water of cleansing 
issuing from the wound ; and when he lays his 
bands upon the elements, in the act of consecra- 
tion, by faith we may discern that our sins, 
which daily crucify Him afresh, were laid upon 
Christ. In conjunction with the priest on earth, 
Christ, the Great High Priest offers to God the 
Father in heaven the commemorative sacrifice 
of his holy passion, whose symbols, the bread 
and the wine, he has called hi^ own bod^ &'&& ~ 



liluod, because ihey are their representations, 
and in which Christ ia " verily and indeed," that 
is, really and spiritually present in power and 
effect to the understanding and the foiih of the 
commnnicant, Christ as our hi^jli priest presents 
hiinaelf in our nature to God the Father in 
heaven, who by the sacrifice on the cross made a 
full, perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblation, 
and satisfaction, for the sins of the whole world. 
He hloiied out the haiid-wriiing of ordinances 
that was againEt us, and which u'os contrary to 
us, and look it out of tlie way, nailing it to his 
cross. When he instituted litis commemorative 
sacrifice, he commanded his priests on earth 
who represent Lis person, to offer the same sym- 
bols OS they had seen him offer, to wit, bread 
and wine, and which lie saiil signified or repre- 
sented his own body and blood. The bloody 
sacrifices of the Patriarchal and Jewish churches 
were types of Christ's passion, to which iliey 
looked forward in faiih j and the Lord's Supper 
is a sacrifice which commemorates oiu* redemp- 
tion by the grand expiation on the cross for the 
sins of the whole worid, to which the Christian 
pilgrim looks back with &ith and thanksgiving, 
The following catechism will fully explain to 



the end and natnre of 
this reasonable serrice :* 

Q. How iDouy sacrifices or ablations are there 

in the Christian Church? ?. Two only: 

thai is lo say, the oflertory or ofTeriugs of ihe 
people ; and the oblation of the representations 
of Christ's body atid blood. 

Q. What meanest llioii by this word snciifice 
or oblation P — A, I mean an outward visible 
§ign of an inward spiritual worship, ordained by 
God as a meana whereby we perform the same, 
aiid do make our public acknowledgment 
thereof. 

Q. How many parts are there in a sacrifice ? 
— A, Two : the outward visible sign and the 
inward spiritual worship. 

Q. What is the outward visible sign in the 
offertory ? — A. There "being now no comniu- 
tation of things for things, it is done by money, 
value of all things; given for the 
of God's public worsbi|), and the 
ministry attending thereon. 

Q. What is the inward spiritual worship ? — 
A. An ample and volnntary acknowledgment

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hat God is the Gad of the creation; ihat we 
eceive all from him and owe all to him. 

Q. Why was the great eutliarislical sacrifice 
ordained? — A. For a continual memorial to 
God of ihe aaoriilce visible and invisible of Jesus 
Christ; that God might remember the covenant 
of grace made with man, in and through Jesus 
Christ onr i*rd, 

Q. What is the outward risible sign in this 
acrifice ? — A. Bread and wine appointed by 
Jesiis Clirist at his last supper to serve as the 
perpetual oblation of the New Testament or 

Q. What is lie inward part or thing signi- 
&ed?—A. The body and blood of Jesus Christ 
is a saerilice for us by his death on the cross; 
md by his appearing for us ivith the same in 
heaven. 

Q, What is the inward sjiiritual worship of 
Lhia sacrifice i* — A. A ^ileading with, oi' beseech- 
ing God, for the benefit of the covenatil of grace ; 
ind an acknowledgment of God's infinite justice 
ind mercy in the vicarious punishment of Jesus 
Christ for our redemption. Both these done by 
Ihrist in Ihe irath ; and by the Christian priest 
□ the reprcGeutations. 

S 
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To ihose who are backward in approaching 
God's holy allar, I will, in conclusion, cite Uie 
words of the excellent and pioiia Jeremy Taylor, 
who has enforced this duty with so much vigour 
and eloquence; "All Chrislian people mn^l 
come to this holy supper. They, indeed, that 
are in a state of sin must not come so, but yet 
tbey must come; first, they moat qtiit their 
state of death, and Iken partake of the bread of 
life. They that are at enmily witli their neigb- 
bours must come : that is no excuse for their 
not coming, only they must not bring their 
enmity along with them, but leam il, and then 
come. They thai have a variety of aeciilur em- 
ployments must come, only they must leave their 
secular tbougtits and affections behind them, and 
then come and converse with God, If any man 
be well grown in grace, he must needs come ; 
because be is excellently disposed to so holy a 
feast ; but he that is hut in the infancy of piety 
had need to come, that so he may grow in grace. 
The strong must come lest they become weak ; 
and the weak that tbey may become strong. 
The sick must come to be cured ; the healthful 
to be preserved. They that have leisure must 
come, because they have no excuse; they that

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liave no leisure must come hither, that by so 
excellent an act of religion tliey may saDctify 
their business. The penilenl tinners must come, 
Ihat they may be justified; and they thai are 
justified, that they may he jiisiieed aiill."
